 Therfpre,you that know the Life gf 7rue Chriſtianity, bear your teſtimonies againſt 

Gamingfaithtully, for it i> as it were a piece ofa{/zrcheraft ; for when mens hearts and 

minds argexerciſed in it, they are even overcome, by the ſame, and fo are ſerving 

the Enemy of their own immortal Souls with all their {trength, and the tear of the 

Lord is nor before their Eyes ; for when their hearts and minds are exerciſed intheir 

Games, it Js as it weretheir Godd, and often times tends to Quarrelling, Fighting and 

Bloodſhed,| Tt is therefore good forall that are Chriſtians in.decd and 1n truth, to bear 

your Telymonies againſt Gamizg; for this is certainly true, that the Lord and his 

Truthis Piſhonoured by admitting People to game in your Houſes : Theretore be 

carefulin bringing Hozour to God by bearing your Teſtimonies for him and his Truth, 

againſt thgt that 1s diſpleaſing unto the Lord, and hurtful unto your own poor Souls.

ance, Ding or Dwear in your houſes; but bear your Teſtimonies againſt ſuch

Duſiczhis a thing that Itealeth the hearts of them that play upon it, oradhere unto 
it, from " Lord (and tends:o raiſe up a /zght, airy, frothy, wanton Mind ; tor they 
clat li. 18P leaſrres, are dead while they live ; and they that live wantonly, kill the juſt ;) 
jor whin Mens hearts and minds are exerciſed by it, they remember nor the 
Lord, thit}made them and all Mankind for a purpoſe of his own Gly ; but ſpend 
away therprecious time in that which the Lord by his Prophet Amos bore Teltumony 
againſt, as You may read in th 6th Chapter of the Prophecy of that Prophet, in which 
he pronou eth a 11D9 1to them that chaunt unto the Utol, and ti mvent unto theme toes 
Jnſtcunegts of Mulick, /iþe unto David. Bo ſuch Remember their Creator in the 
dayes of thi Touth?

Singin} and Dancing ar. of the ſame Root and Ground with Gaming ana 
Muſlick,% all which proceed from that ice: v-hich the Enemy of Man ana Womans 
Salvation h&h ſown in the hearts of the Chi/2rcz of Diſobcdience, which enemy 15 the 
Devil, whoÞlks about, ſeexing whom be rity devorr, And fuch who let lofe ti2:r hearts, 
minds and Fiections atter thoſe things, perſuing and following with greedinels atter 
che ſame, ac making an [4/ of them,and do delirc more after them then they do attcr 
the knowleEpe of Go:l, whom to know is Life Eternil ; and fo hereby God, who alone 
ought tobeJought afcer and bowed down unto, is robbed of that which 15 I's right, 
even the Ppiſe, the Honour and the Glory of his Names, which ought to be given 
unto him i&Þm every reaſonable Creature that he hath made by his mighty Power ;

Anſwer ; {David and others who were faithful to God, did not play upon Inſtr 
ments of Maſick to ſtir up, raiſe andelivate a vain, ſinful, unclean Mind in themlelves 
er any ot)e} ; but their playing upon and uſe of Inſtruments of Muſick being under the 
Shadowy Alpenſation of the Law, what they did herein, they did it unto the Lord. 
The PriefsJunder the Law had a command to ſound Trumpets, which was a fort of 
- Muſick ; 3 David and others made uſe of other Inſtruments, as the Flute, Harp and 
Symbat, an this they did in honour and praiſe tothe Lord,and not to ſtir up a vazy,

wanton, light,airy, fleſhly and ungodly Mind, as it may be [cen in the Scriptures of Truth. 


Again, ſome may plead for Dancing, becauſe David duxced before the Ark. 

Anſw. This Dan:4ng was in the time of the Law, and was a token of his rejoycing, 
becaule of the Art of God, which was brought back out of the Phrlitians Land, 
who were Enemies to God and his People : This Dazcizg was not like the Dancing 
of the 24/m, wanton and prophane Perſons ot our Age, nor yet like the Dancing of He- 
rodias's Daughter,who danced betore King H-rod,who atter ſhe had danced, demanded 
the Head of the Man of God, John the Baprift, and had it, being thereunto inſtrufted

Obſerve that NN. *:chadnezar, the Heathen King, and his companv of Idolaters had 
Mufick (v:z.) che Sound of the Comet, Flute, Harp, Dacbut, Pſalterp 
and Dulſimcer, and all kinds of Multck, when they worſhipped the Golders 
Tmage that he had et up : 'Theſe were they which caſt the three Children into rhe 
fiery Furnace. This their Mrxſct and Rejoycrag was Wicked and Ungodly. 

Again, obſerve, the Apoſtle laid unto the true Chriſtians, Be ye not drunk with ine, 
wherein ts Exceſs, but be filled with the Yprret ; ſpeaking to your [elves in Plalms, 4:4 
Hymns,.-4 Spiritual Dongs, $:2717 wnd making Melody tn yo Hearts ty the Lord, 
Ephel. 5. 19. | 

Allo, Swearing anc calling upon G9d to Damii them, and Blaſpheming the 
pure, holy and undctiled Name of God, proceeds even trom the ſame Root thar 
Gaming, Muſlick, Singing ani Danring Go ariſe and ſpring trom : Therefore 
let none who are found in any of thele things, (to wit, in Swcaring, Damning, 
Curſing and Blaſphcining the Name of the L02d) think to cicape Golly Righte- 
ous Judgments ; for it i5 written, The Lord will n9t hold him 2uiltl-/; thu tiloth hes 
Name in Vain. 4nd the Lord complains by the Prophet Jer.mz1h, laving; Br. 
cauſe of Swearing te Lid viourncth, Jer. 23. 10. 

Therefore all you that are . concerned, as W:itnefſes for God {ce that you bear 
your Teſtimonies againft thele things, that the Lord may biefs you and proſper 
you in all your Undertakings, that the Praiſe 2nd Yonour which is his duc he 
may receive from you, and you trom him a Crown of Glozy, wich faderh not 


away when time here ſhall be no more.
